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America. We doubt if many teachers in our high schools could 
find a place in their reading lists for this book. It is certainly un- 
fortunate, but it is none the less true, that we have been moving 
away from the seventeenth century rather than toward it in our 
American high schools. For college classes, however, we know of 
no better selection of Madame de Sevigne than Professor Baker's. 
There are but two American selections, that by Professor Harrison, 
(Ginn & Co. 1899), and the one by L. C. Syms (American Book 
Co., 1898). The fact that this has not been reprinted, at least to 
our knowledge, has a bearing upon what has been said above. The 
only other selection with English notes is that by Gustave Masson 
which is Vol. IV in the Clarendon Press Series of French Classics 
published in 1868. This last has a much larger selection of letters, 
270 pages, but the introductory material is not equal in volume or 
in value to that in Professor Baker's edition. There are, of course, 
many French editions of selected letters. Perhaps the best known 
of these in the edition of Classiques Franqais issued by Hachette.
